City enacts new decency rules

Businesses that sell materials 
perceived to be sexually-explicit 
or adult-oriented will be asked to 
adhere to some new provisions. 

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers unanimously approved an 
ordinance that would require 
retailers to keep adult videos, 
magazines and other materials out 


The West Bloomfield man who 
police say killed a Romulus 
woman in an alcohol-related traf¬ 
fic accident last week apparently 
had his driving privileges revoked.

Baker is charged with causing a 
fatal accident in the City of Inkster 
in the afternoon hours of Nov. 9.

Efforts to rectify troubles 
related to abandoned and unin¬ 
habitable buildings is paying off 
for Romulus this year. 

The Romulus City Council 
approved the demolition of six 
residential homes last week due 
to owner neglect. The proper¬ 
ties, 34945 Bibbins, 29094 
Ecorse, 11389 Gabriel, 11239 
Hunt and 9784 Lisa, are all 
scheduled for demolition unless 
an injunction is secured from 
the circuit court 

One property, 6837" 
Middlebelt, was removed from 
the list due to evidence pro¬ 
duced by the owner demonstrat¬ 
ing that permits had been 
secured to rehabilitate the 
dwelling. 

Another request to let bids for 
a demolition contractor was 
unanimously approved by coun¬ 
cil members. 

“It’s good to be able to take 
down some of these buildings,” 
said Mayor Alan Lambert, who 
made blight a major issue when 
he was elected. “It used to be 
that, when you drove down 
Wayne Road all the way to 
downtown, you’d see about 20 
abandoned buildings, and that 
isn’t good.” 

To date, city blight efforts 
have paved the way for about 
150 abandoned buildings to be 
removed, Lambert said. 

“Having the buildings there 
interfered with re-development 
efforts,” Lambert said. “People 
who want to build go where 
there’s a nice environment. I 
think it is starting to make a dif¬ 
ference for us.” 

Abandoned structures were 
also a harbinger for crime, the 
mayor said. 

“We wanted to take them 
down because people would go 
inside them and do God-knows- 
what, and we didn’t want that to 
continue.” 

There is an extensive legal 
process in place that must be fol¬ 
lowed before a building can be 
demolished. 

The city must show the build¬ 
ing is in violation of existing 
codes, and is a danger to people

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Multi-age class gives students diverse education 


On a typical day, the new Romulus 
multi-age classroom operates a little like a 
space age one-room sehoolhouse. 

The class, which is part of a pilot cur¬ 
riculum at Merriman Elementary School, 
designed around the Federal ‘Reading 
First’ Literacy program. First, second and 
third graders all learn in a one-class set¬ 
ting 

“This is a lot different from the split 
classes where a teacher would spend half 
her time with first graders and then spend 
time with the second graders,” school prin¬ 
cipal Kay Williams said. 

“Here the teacher spends the same 
amount of time with all the students. This 
is really a benchmark program. It’s very 
strategic and learning intensive And the 
children love it” 

The class, taught by first year teacher 
Hannah McNamee, is based loosely on the 
idea of a small, working village, beginning 
each day with a Township Hall’ meeting, 
where all the students gather in the morn¬ 
ing to learn basic number skills and dates. 
Afterward, the students split into learning 
groups specific to either their skill or grade 
level, some working on miniature 
Macintosh computers, or gathering around 
the interactive “Smart” board where stu¬ 
dents can choose the right answer with the 


touch of a hand. 

They’re named the experimental class¬ 
room a MacVille Community, and it’s a far 
cry from the days of blackboards, chalk 
erasers and weeklong forays down that 
dusty Oregon Trail. 

‘The idea behind the multi-age class¬ 
room really isn’t completely new, if you 
think of the old one-room school houses,” 
District Superintendent Carl Weiss said. 

“This program enables us to have flexi¬ 
ble grouping The curriculum isn’t laid in 
stone based on age. Even within age 
groups, for instance, in kindergarten, there 
are those kids that don’t want to leave 
Mom’s side and some which are reading 
thesauruses. The ability here is that there 
is a chance for advancement, and those 
working at a lower level can work at a dif¬ 
ferent pace” 

McNamee, who teaches the class with 
the help of two or three para-educators, 
helped to design the curriculum with 
Williams. Originally McNamee said she 
was planning on teaching one single-age 
classroom. 

“Of course at first I was thinking of 
teaching just one grade,” McNamee said, 
with a laugh. “But I wouldn’t have it any 
other way. It’s really high energy and 
you’re always doing something different 


and I think, in the long run, it will make me 
a better teacher” 

The Reading First Literacy program, 
part of President George W. Bush’s No 
Child Left Behind initiative, started in 
2002, providing grants to states in need to 
ensure that all children would be reading 
at grade level by the third grade. Merriman 
Elementary was one of the first schools in 
the area to apply for and receive the grant 
Although funding is distributed among all 
Merriman students, the extra funding 
enabled the school to develop a more tech¬ 
nologically advanced program for the 
multi-age classroom, which Williams con¬ 
siders their “model classroom for technolo¬ 
gy” 

Though the classroom began only this 
year, Williams says that initial data from 
the experiment is encouraging, and 
believes that the program will be success¬ 
ful because at their core, most grade levels 
seek to reinforce the same basic curricu¬ 
lum. 

“Activities may have the same objective, 
say language skills, but at a higher level So 
in first grade you may do a word study of 10 
words. At the second grade level you 
would do a word study plus five words. At 
the third grade level you would do a word 
study plus five words and put them each in 


a sentence. It’s really just higher order 
thinking skills. All the students in the pro¬ 
gram are independent learners.” 

Jacob Wilkerson, one of the second 
graders in the classroom, said that what he 
likes most about the class is the morning 
township hall meeting, where a third grad¬ 
er helps him instruct his fellow students. 

“I like the township hall because I can 
get to teach,” Wilkerson said. “I like the 
calendar because I get to cover up stuff and 
all the other kids have to answer what day 
it is. I don’t know, but I heard that Mrs. 
McNamee wants me to work with her” 

Miryea Studivant, one of the program’s 
third graders, said that what she likes most 
about MacVille is feeling like she’s part of a 
family, and working with a variety of differ¬ 
ent students. 

“It’s fun because they explain stuff to us 
like fractions,” Studivant said. “They let 
you have time and work with other people. 
It’s like a community here.” 

Weiss believes that the multiage setting 
merely imitates the way children progress 
within their families and in daily life. 

“ In real life, kids play with and learn 
from other kids all the time,” Weiss said. 

“At home they don’t only play with other 
first graders. Why should school be the 
only place that is so?”

Romulus companies get grants 

TWo industrial businesses in Romulus were among three 
businesses that will receive Economic Development Job 
Training grants from the Michigan Economic Development 
Corporation (MEDO. 

Fhture Tool and Saint Gobain Abrasives, both in Romulus, 
are among the 17 companies to receive training as part of the 
Manufacturing Competitiveness Program (MCP), an initiative to 
encourage collaboration between regional employers. 

State Sea Ray Basham (D-Taylor) announced the awards last 
week 

“The Downriver area has long been a hotbed of manufactur¬ 
ing, and this training will ensure that these established compa¬ 
nies have a workforce ready for the 21st century,” he said. ‘This 
grant will contribute significantly to both our regional and state 
economies and position these businesses as leaders for the 
future.” 

The goal of the MEDC grant program is to retain and attract 
businesses by helping businesses update worker training. 
TWenty employees and four new hires at Future Tool, and 70 
employees at Saint Gobain Abrasives will be trained under the 
program. 

Training awards are discretionary and require that business¬ 
es and training providers work closely with an MEDC account 
manager and workforce development specialist to develop an 
effective training plan.

Retailers that sell the merchan¬ 
dise - mainly gas stations and 
party stores - must now place 
books and magazines behind the 
counter or on a rack too high for 
children to reach, or place individ¬ 
ual wrappers on publications, 
Lambert said. 

There apparently haven’t been 
any complaints lodged at city hall 
about the visibility of adult mer¬ 
chandise, but there were concerns 
at the Romulus Police 
Department that some magazines 
may be too accessible to children, 
said Lambert 

“The police department 
worked on it with the city attor¬ 
ney,” he said. “We basically just 
want to cover ourselves - if we 
don’t make sure the stuff is out of 


the hands of kids, it could be said 
that we’re not doing enough to 
protect kids .... it needed to be 
stated in an ordinance, though.” 

The ordinance changes where 
adult media can be placed. Adult 
media is defined as sexually- 
explicit material, and does not 
include displays that may feature 
or provide information about con¬ 
traceptives. 

The ordinance will help law 
enforcement provide businesses 
with clear guideline to that effect, 
Lambert said. 

State law prohibits the sale or 
rental of any adult media to per¬ 
sons younger than 18 years old, 
and requires persons whose age is 
in questions to show valid identifi- 
catioa 

Businesses that don’t comply 
with the new guidelines may be 
assessed a fine.

Judge won’t face gun charges

Judge Sylvia James will face 
no charges stemming from an 
airport incident last summer 
when a handgun was found in 
her bag as she attempted to 
board a flight to Atlanta 

Washtenaw County prosecu¬ 
tors determined James, the chief 
judge of the 22nd District Court 
for more than 18 years, will face 
no criminal charges for the July 
28 incident because there was no 
proof of intent to board the flight 
with the weapoa 

“It is a requirement of state 
law that we prove there was 
knowledge; that she knew she 
was taking the gun on the air¬ 
plane,” said Konrad Siller, a 
Washtenaw County Prosecutor 
familiar with the case. 

“When I reviewed the report, 
there was no proof of knowl¬ 
edge,” he added. James from the 


beginning has said she simply 
forgot the gun was in her purse. 

Elliot Hall, a lawyer for 
James, said he more or less 
expected there would not be 
charges. 

“She’s been on the bench for 
18 years, and we knew there was 
no intent behind this,” he said. 
“We’re glad this is over.” 

James was stopped at a pas¬ 
senger checkpoint by airport 
screeners at the McNamara 
Terminal as she prepared to 
board a flight. The gun was 
tucked in her purse, which is 
considered carry-on luggage. 

Unloaded handguns can legal¬ 
ly be taken onto airplanes in 
checked - but not carry-on - lug¬ 
gage, and must be declared by 
passengers before they board a 
flight James told airport police 
investigators that she did not 
declare the weapon because she 
didn’t remember it was in her 
purse. 


Washtenaw County 

Prosecutors were assigned the 
case after Wayne County 
Prosecutor Kym Worthy recused 
herself because of an existing 
professional relationship with 
the judge, and the fact that cases 
at the 22nd District Court often 
conclude at Wayne County 
Circuit Court 

James said she carries the gun 
for personal protection because 
there have been threats on her 
life, one of which took place the 
week before the airport incident 
She could still face fines imposed 
by the Federal Aviation 
Administratioa 

Professional sanctions by the 
Judicial Tenure Commission are 
also highly unlikely, given the 
fact that there are no charges, 
Hall said. 

James, through her spokes¬ 
woman, Court Administrator 
Pam Anderson, declined to com¬ 
ment about the situation.

and his privileges were revoked 
until 2014, state records indicated. 

Inkster Police Chief Gregory 
Gaskin said the accident was one 
of a handful of fatal traffic acci¬ 
dents in the city this year.

‘The accident was tragic,” he 
said. “Drunk drivers cause a lot of

The Goodfellows usually get the most ink, but 
there are also events like the Toys for Tots drive, organizations like 
the Northville Civic Concern, the Salvation Army, The Senior 
Alliance and the United Way that strive to get items to people in 
need, as well. 

Many of us. can’t afford to give in the way we have in the past, 
but we don’t necessarily need to.

District did ‘the right thing’ 

It’s never an easy decision when school officials are forced to expel a 
student 

It goes against the very nature of what they are trying to do: prepare 
children for the future. It’s not something they take lightly, nor should 
they 

Officials in the Van Buren Public School district had to take such 
drastic measures recently, though, when they expelled five students for 
displaying ‘gang-related’ activity The issue stemmed from online pho¬ 
tographs that depicted the youths with school identification cards, a 
variety of ralistic-looking guns along with money and drugs. They were 
taken on school grounds, in limousines and off school grounds. 

When we say school officials had to take such drastic measures 
that’s exactly what we mean, too. It was a drastic measure and it had to 
betakea 

School officials would have been subjected to far more criticism had 
they seen the images and not acted on them. This is a dangerous, crazy 
world, one where the safety of our children is threatened almost daily. 
What would they have said to the remaining parents of the district if 
this incident had led to something else, something truly tragic? 

In the wake of the high profile school shootings that have taken 
place sporadically across the nation, school officials have no other 
choice but to react strongly to these kinds of implied threats of violence. 
Schools are places where students need to feel safe—-to be safe—in 
order to thrive. Sometimes to do that, you have to teach a harsh lesson 
and this lesson seems pretty basic enough: These are not things to joke 
around with. This is not an image that we want our young people to 
aspire to. This is not something that will be tolerated, even in jest 

The parents of these students have each threatened to file a $1 mil¬ 
lion lawsuit because they said the district is overreacting to the situa¬ 
tion. Where does one find parents like these? Hopefully they are in 
short supply. A much better reaction would be to take responsibility for 
one’s child, to ensure that these kinds of things won’t happen again. 
Who among us wants to see such ugliness in our schools?

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An apology Is In order 



Like many people, I jumped to a conclusion 
when I learned where to find the name and photo 
of the victim of the murder discovered in 
Northville Township. 

It's hard not to wince when you hear the 
words: sex offender registry. 

Like all other media outlets, I reported it, 
although I don't think I made it as prominent as 
some or sensationalized that fact 

Then we all learned more details, and were a 
little ashamed. 

Because the truth of that incident is that it's 
something virtually anyone could have done. As a 
teenager, he fooled around with another, younger 
teenager, who family members said lied about 
her age. The age of the girl is what got him in 
trouble, and it earned him a label that for a time 
garnered more attention than his own horrible 
death. 

This sad footnote on this even sadder tale is 
something that should scare every parent to 
death. 

Its not so hard to believe that this kind of thing 
goes on every day. As parents, we try to do every¬ 
thing right We urge caution. We talk about the 
consequences. We tell them they are too young. In 
the end, teens are teens and hormones are hor¬ 
mones. The Bible addressed this: the spirit was 
willing, but the flesh was weak. 

Under the current system, these teens are 


treated the same way as those 
who are a serious menace to 
our children. They're labeled 
and cast aside, often trying to live a normal life 
under a perpetual black cloud that makes 
employers or neighbors nervous. 

This is a tremendous burden to place on a 
young person's shoulders. Perhaps it is a fact to 
include in sex education classes that preach 
abstinence: everyone is essentially one angry ex- 
girlfriend or ex-boyfriend away from being put on 
a list and labeled for life. 

Including these kinds of offenses-and other 
ones like, say, indecent exposure-weakens the 
protection provided by the registry, too. 

This legislation needs to be opened up and 
examined with a 21st century eye. There’s no 
need to stigmatize teenagers this way. There 
should be different rules for under-aged offend¬ 
ers, additional circumstances considered. At the 
very least it should be considered like any other 
crime and wiped clean when the offender reach¬ 
es adulthood, through the discretion of the pre¬ 
siding judge or prosecuting agency. 

Until that happens, though, parents should 
take this chilling lesson to heart Its always a diffi¬ 
cult discussion to start-I hope I have a decade 
before I have to open one, but in reality I proba¬ 
bly have less time-but the consequences are too 
large too ignore.

Social networking websites, like MySpace.com, 
have always sort of creeped me out Tunis out I was

It’s hard not to think about the recent slaying of the 
River Rouge man, which is linked, now, to the sus¬ 
pects’ MySpace pages where hints at their real per¬ 
sonalities could be found. However, I’m referring to 
the Belleville students who were recently expelled 
when photos of themselves brandishing guns, drugs 
and cash were touted on the popular web site. 

I went on the Internet site today for some column 
research and what I found wasn’t too shocking. 
Possibly because I’ve seen it before, but some of the 
headlines, pictures and postings people put there are 
strange. Some are just for shock value, some are sadly 
tree and some are just plain stupid. 

Yes, there are some people who use it for reminisc¬ 
ing about the good old days or meeting new friends 
and, maybe, even promoting themselves online for 
new jobs. But, on the flip side, there are others who 
create an artificial persona of someone they’re not, 
someone they wish to be, or even someone they are, 
but can’t reveal in their real life. The scary part is, how 
do you distinguish the truth over the Internet?

already, you can’t. You have to 
take their web page at face value 
because on the Internet, people 
can be whoever they want to be.

New center opens for 
middle-school students

Students from South Middle 
School in Belleville will soon find 
themselves in the midst of a new 
after school opportunity. 

Fbr the first 30 students to sign 
up, the advantages of becoming a 
part of the Haven Drop-In Center 
are clear. Children from income 
qualified families will spend their 
after school hours in a state of the 
art facility taking part in various 
activities for $3 a day. 

“Once they come in here, 
they're going to want to be here,” 
said Courtney Jenkins, director for 
the program, during an open house 
Oct 22. According to Jenkins 200 
families from South Middle School 
have been identified as income 
qualified. 

The program will take place in 
the Life Empowerment Center 


attached to Powers Center Church 
International in Belleville. 

‘As the name suggests we hope 
to offer a haven for kids after 
school,” said the Rev. Sarah 
Anderson, co-director. “The kids 
complain they don’t have anything 
to do.. .those are the hours they get 
into trouble.” Anderson said 
Haven will help fill those hours. 

The Drop in Center consists of 
traditional after school activities 
like gym time and other games. 
Unlike similar programs, there is 
also tutoring, computer lab use and 
life skills training. 

“So many after school programs 
are recreation,” said Robert 
Ficano, Wayne County executive 
and advocate of the program. 
“Many times being familiar with a 
computer and improving your 
school work becomes important” 

Participants in the program will 
be bused from South Middle

School to the Life Empowerment 
Center after school hours. The 
program ends at 6:30 p.m. 

The students will first be fed 
dinner and then split up into two 
groups. One group will spend 45 
minutes doing homework, where 
tutors in all subjects will be avail¬ 
able. The other group will partici¬ 
pate in life skills training. 

The life skills training consists 
of 18 units, which include “Self- 
image and Self-improvement”, 
“Substance use / Drug Abuse” and 


“Social Skills”. 

Jenkins said once 30 students 
sign up the program will begin. At 
this point, he said, it’s a matter of 
getting the word out to eligible 
families. 

“I think it’s awesome, it gives 
the kids something to do,” said 
Doris Stafford, a parent “It may 
even help [my son] out because he 
gets board.” 

After taking a tour of the facili¬ 
ties at the open house, sixth grader 
Kenkaid Stafford only had two 


words to say “excellent” and “awe¬ 
some”.

Retelling of ancient poem may be future of movie making 


Eighth century English class never 
had it so good. 

Beowulf, the epic animated drama by 
director Robert Zemeckis, of Polar 
Express fame, and graphic novelist Neil 
Gaiman, is a classic adventure tale. 
Filled with subtle moral undercurrents 
and erratic twists of fate, Beowulf is a sur¬ 
prisingly satisfying retelling of that 
almost indecipherable English poem— 
and the visuals are remarkable 

The story opens in Denmark, where a 
village is being terrorized by a demon 
named Grendel—the thing crashes down 
the doors to a new hall constructed by 
King Hrothgar (Anthony Hopkins) and 
interrupts the merry-making by slaugh¬ 
tering most of the people inside in grue¬ 
some fashioa 

In the aftermath of the mayhem, 
Hrothgar orders the hall locked up and 
vows to give half his wealth and kingdom 


to the man who can rid the country of the 
curse. 

“What we need is a hero,” Hrothgar 
says. 

Enter Beowulf (Ray Winstone), who 
crossed a storm tossed sea to come and 
kill the monster. 

He makes good on his boasts and 
earns the entire kingdom for his deeds. 
He’s hailed as a savior, but his troubles 
are only just beginning—Grendel’s 
demon mother (Angelina Jolie) visits the 
castle during the night and exacts a terri¬ 
ble vengeance on almost all of Beowulf’s 
men. 

Beowulf ventures to her lair seeking 
his own revenge but, in a moment of fate- 
ful weakness, allows himself to be 
seduced by her Instead of killing her, as 
he has sworn to do, Beowulf makes a 
deal with the demoa She swears to leave 
his kingdom in peace, so long as Beowulf 


leaves her his golden horn, and his 
unborn soa 

Twenty years later when his half¬ 
demon son surfaces to once again terror¬ 
ize the kingdom, Beowulf must face the 
hypocrisy of his own legend, and become 
the hero he never really was. 

The visuals in this film are so distract- 
ingly good that initially the audience is 
tempted to forget the plot altogether, sort¬ 
ing out what does and doesn’t look real 
instead of watching the film at all. 

Still, there is a lot of solid acting going 
on, with Winstone putting in an excellent 
performance as Beowulf, and Hopkins as 
the tormented King Hrothgar. John 
Malkovich also turns in a characteristi¬ 
cally fleshed-out performance. Jolie is 
particularly convincing as she slithers 
around her watery underground lair 
with a tantalizing voice that oozes with 
the promise of untold pleasures. Poor 


Beowulf never really stood a chance. 

Ultimately, this is a story about mid¬ 
dle-aged regret and redemption, about 
things done in the impetuousness of 
youth that must be confronted and over¬ 
come. Beowulf’s character resonates 
because he represents the hero in every¬ 
one who has ever tried set an ancient 
wrong to right 

The battle scenes make this film worth 
watching, though. The plot bogs down 
between them with dialogue that is 
uncharacteristically stilted considering 
the story was co-written by the critically 
acclaimed Gaiman (Sandman). 

The computer generated battle scenes 
are breathtakingly realistic—even con¬ 
sidering what is taking place—and 
should be seen on the silver screen to be 
truly appreciated. Live action film mak¬ 
ers should take note and be afraid.

Sutherland said. “When I created 
the script for them last year...it 
just kind of came together.” 

Seibel and Glodich have plans 


to continue in the film business. 
As seniors they are looking into 
colleges that will fit their needs. 
They both agree Sutherland’s 
class really taught them a lot 

“I think it’s provided a lot of 
opportunities,” said Seibel. “It 
provides school time and we can 
work with our peers who are 
interested in the same thing. It 
lets us read a lot of books that we 
wouldn’t get a chance to buy.” 
Sutherland said Seibel has read 
most of the 25 books on filmmak¬ 
ing in her small library. 

“It gives us a lot of experience 
we wouldn’t be able to get any¬ 
where else,” said Glodich. “It’s 
really helped us get real life 
experience as if we’re already in 
the field, in a classroom environ¬ 


ment” 

For the next production the 
students are working on a spin 
off of “High School Musical” 
titled the “Senior Musical”.

“These kids are just really

It’s not unusual to see a dominating, championship level, high 
impact physical performance from the athletes who compete in the 
Compuware Arena. But the action on Thursday had nothing to do 
with hockey or soccer. 

North American Boxing Organization Cruiserweight Champion 
Jonathon Banks, from Ecorse and emerging Middleweight contender 
Andy Lee, of Ireland, kept their undefeated streaks alive as the 
Plymouth Township sports venue hosted a series of sanctioned ama¬ 
teur and professional boxing matches as part of Kronk’s Ultimate 
Night of Boxing. 

Emanuel Steward, the founder of Kronk’s Gym in Detroit, brought 
the matches to the Plymouth Township facility. Steward, a hall of fame 
boxing trainer and promoter, said his motivation was to spur interest 
in suburban fans. 

While the Compuware facility has never hosted a boxing match, 
Banks said the arena has an attractive appeal for many boxers and 
promoters. 

‘This is one of the best fight arena’s I’ve been in: not too huge, not 
too small,” said he. “You can hear everything the crowd is saying.” 
Banks beat his competitor, Derrick Brown of New York, in a 12-round 
unanimous decisioa 

Andy Lee, who HBO boxing commentator Larry Merchant recently 
referred to as “million bucks,” said the Plymouth crowd showed ener¬ 
gy and respected the art of boxing. 

“It’s a beautiful thing when you can hear the crowd. It makes you 
feel good,” said Lee. He received the loudest applause of the evening 
after he won his bout against Marcus Thomas of Barbados with a first 
round knockout 

Paul Mortiere, a Plymouth resident who brought his two teenage 
sons to event, said he enjoyed the boxing and hopes that Compuware 
will become a regular stop on the up-and-coming boxer circuit 

“I thought it was something different We like going to different 
events,” said Mortiere, who grew up in Detroit and has a familiarity 
with Kronk’s boxers—which include former world champion Tommy 
Hearns. 

Mortiere said, however, that he was disappointed at the number of 
people who showed up. Crowds fell below expectations with less than 
400 people in attendance. The Compuware Arena holds 3,000 people. 

“I thought more people would be here,” said Mortiere. ‘This is 
something good for the area,” he said. 

Even with the low tumouL Steward said he wants to come back the 
Plymouth area for future bouts. 

“We probably will return. We were very happy with the fight 
tonight,” Steward said.

Thawing Your Turkey 

It is unsafe to thaw a frozen turkey at room tempera¬ 
ture. Two safe ways to thaw your turkey are in the 
refrigerator or in cold water. See the chart below 
for estimated thawing times. Whether you have a 
frozen or a fresh turkey, cook it within 1 or 2 days 
of purchase or after thawing. 

In the Refrigerator (40 °F or below) 

Allow approximately 24 hours for every 4 to 5 pounds. 

4 to 12 pounds 1 to 3 days 

12 to 16 pounds 3 to 4 days 

16 to 20 pounds 4 to 5 days 

20 to 24 pounds 5 to 6 days 

Keep the turkey in its original wrapper. Place it on a tray or 
in a pan to catch any juices that may leak. A thawed turkey 
can remain in the refrigerator for 1 to 2 days. If necessary, a 
turkey that has been properly thawed in the refrigerator may 
be re frozen. 




In Cold Water 

Allow approximately 30 minutes per pound. 

4 to 12 pounds 2 to 6 hours 
12 to 16 pounds 6 to 8 hours 
16 to 20 pounds 8 to 10 hours 
20 to 24 pounds 10 to 12 hours 
Wrap your turkey securely, making sure the water is not able 
to leak through the wrapping. Submerge your wrapped turkey 
in cold tap water. Change the water every 30 minutes. Cook 
the turkey immediately after it is thawed. Do not refreeze. 

Cook It Your Way! 

No matter which method you use to cook your turkey, use a 
food thermometer to insure that youyurkey and stuffing are 
cooked to a safe minimum internal temperature of 165 °F. 
Check the internal temperature in the innermost part of the 
thigh and wing and the thickest part of the breast. For rea¬ 
sons of personal preference, consumers may choose to cook 
turkey to higher temperatures. 

These times are approximate and should always be used in 
conjunction with a properly placed thermometer.

W hat government agency is open on Thanksgiving Day? The United States Department of Agriculture on the job to protect 
public health through food safety. For more than 20 years, the USDA Meat and Poultry Hotline has helped Turkey Day cooks 
weather a variety of culinary storms and travails. In recent years, the Hotline has developed the innovative “Ask Karen” 
feature (AskKaren.gov) on the Web that allows consumers to type questions online and receive an immediate reply from 
USDA’s virtual representative 24 hours a day. 

These efforts are just part of a long-running campaign by USDA’s food safety educators to teach Americans about the dangers of food- 
borne illness and the importance of adopting safe cooking and food handling behaviors. The statistics show that approximately 5,000 
Americans will die each year due to a foodbome illness — that’s almost 14 people a day, according to the Centers for Disease Control

Electric Roaster Oven 

Generally, the cooking time and oven temperature setting 
are the same as for conventional cooking. Preheat the oven 
to at least 325 °F. Place the turkey on the roaster oven rack 
or other meat rack so the turkey is raised out of the juices 
that collect in the bottom of the oven liner. Leave the lid on 
throughout cooking, removing it as little as possible to avoid 
slowing the cooking process. Always check the roaster oven’s 
use and care manual for the manufacturer’s recommended 
temperature setting and time. 


Grilling a Tbrkcy 

Outdoor cooking of a big bird for the holiday meal is becom¬ 
ing a popular cooking method. During grilling, a turkey 
cooks by indirect heat in an outdoor covered gas or charcoal 
grill, and a pan of water is placed beneath the grilling surface 
to catch the fat and juices that drip from the turkey as it 
cooks. Cooking is done by the hot, smoky, steamy air. 

Turkeys that are 16 pounds or less are the recommended 
size for safe grilling. A larger turkey remains in the “Danger 
Zone” — between 40 and 140 °F — too long. Do not stuff 
the turkey. Because cooking is at a low temperature, it can 
take too long for the temperature of the stuffing to reach 
165 °F. Also, smoked stuffing has an undesirable flavor. 



More Ways to Cook a TUrkey 

Deep fat frying, smoking, using an oven cooking bag, roast¬ 
ing in aluminum foil, microwaving, using a pressure cooker, 
and cooking a frozen turkey without thawing it first are other 
ways to gel the big bird done. For information about these 
methods, call the USDA Meat and Poultry Hotline or read 
the publication ‘Turkey: Alternate Routes to the Table” at 
www.fsis.usda.gov/Fact_Sheets/Turkey_Alt_Routes/index.asp.

Thanksgiving dinner is an ideal time to put food safety tips into practice because it is the most challenging for average American 
consumers to cook. Food safety considerations are often overlooked, especially since there may be several cooks preparing food for the 
celebration. “Food that is mishandled can cause very serious consequences for all, especially for “at-risk” groups — infants, young 
children, older adults, pregnant women, and people with weakened immune systems.” 

“Thanksgiving dinner can be a challenging meal to prepare because it is so time-consuming and complex,” said USDA Under Secretary 
for Food Safety Dr. Richard Raymond. “When you factor in thawing the turkey, cooking the turkey, preparing side dishes and desserts — 
and making sure guests are accounted for — it is easy to forget that food safety is the most important ingredient to making the meal an 
enjoyable one.” 



for a Safe Thanksgiving Meal 


1. Keep Everything Clean — Keep hands 
and surfaces clean. Wash hands with 
soap and warm water for 20 seconds 
before and after handling food. Run 
cutting boards and utensils through the 
dishwasher or wash them in hot soapy 
water after each use. Keep countertops 
clean by washing with hot soapy water 
after preparing food. 

2. Don’t Cross Contaminate —When you 
prepare Thanksgiving dinner, keep the 
raw turkey away from vegetables and 
side dishes. Consider using one cutting 
board for fresh produce and bread and a 
separate one for raw meat, poultry, and 
seafood. Washing the cuffing board with 
hot, soapy water after each use; then rinse 
with clear water and air dry or pat dry 
with clean paper towels. 

3. Cook the Tbrkey and Stuffing to a Safe 
Temperature — Regardless of the 
method of cooking, you can’t tell if the 
bird is done by the color of the cooked 
poultry. The only way to know for sure 
if the turkey is safely cooked is to use 
a food thermometer. Every part of the 
turkey and the center of the stuffing 
should reach a safe minimum internal 
temperature of 165 °F. For reasons of 
personal preference, consumers may 
choose to cook poultry to higher 
temperatures. 


4. Store Leftovers Safely — Discard any 
turkey, stuffing, side dishes and gravy 
left out at room temperature longer 
than 2 hours. Divide leftovers into 
smaller portions, and refrigerate them 
in covered, shallow containers for 
quicker cooling. Be sure to consume 
refrigerated turkey, stuffing, side dishes 
and gravy within 3 to 4 days or freeze 
the leftovers for later use. 

5. Keep Egg-rich Desserts Chilled — 
Pumpkin pie is as much a staple of the 
holiday meal as the turkey. Foods made 
with eggs and milk, such as pumpkin 
pie, must first be safely baked to a mini¬ 
mum internal temperature of 160 °F. 
Then, they must be refrigerated after 
baking. Eggs and milk have high pro¬ 
tein and moisture content; when foods 
baked with these products are left at 
room temperature, conditions are ripe 
for bacteria to multiply.
